Indiscriminate aerial spraying 
of 270,000 acres in Western Mass¬ 
achusetts, the proposed increase

Senator Hammond ably pre¬ 
sented the latest information that 
has come before the legislators, 
in addition to several items, na¬ 
tional in scope, that bear on the 
subject that his research had un¬ 
covered. 

The “rain of death”, from the 
skies, intended for the gypsy 
moth larvae in all probability will 
not stop there. Admissions have 
been made by the proponents that 
the poison will reach fish and 
wildfire and affect them to a de¬ 
gree as yet not fully determined. 
The ultimate affect upon us and 
our recreational pursuits has not 
been proved. A “Silent Spring” 
could well be a reality. 

Emphatic opinion of the group 
was “that the problem should be 


approached with caution” and 
“not done at this time.” Further 
detailed information derived from 
research over a period of time is 
needed before a final decision is 
made. 

Senator Hammond then talked 
on the proposed heavy increases 
of personal income tax sought by 
the Democrat administration in 
Boston.

Now there is only a terrible time when we 
must read that, notwithstanding all his professions of concern for 
the common weal, an elected official dares to defy the will of the 
people. Now we must read that Governor Peabody proposes a $2600- 
a-year raise for the legislators, although, only last November ,the 
voters of Massachusetts balloted their belief that there should be no 
such raise, not even the $l,500-a-year one that was the subject of a 
referendum—and, moreover, they did so, not feebly or inconclusively, 
but by a vote of 1.297,671 to 269,363. 

Yet yesterday the presumed servant of these people—their will, 
as it were—announced, in essence, that they could, as far as he is 
concerned, all go to hell—all, that is, but 269,363 of them! It makes

The first meeting-house was in use for one hundred years. In 
1802 John Ashley gave money and a tract of land on the hill, with 
the condition that a church be built and used for the next hundred 
years. Captain Timothy Billings of Deerfield had the contract for 
building the new church and men from the boat yard at the end of 
the Common helped raise the steeple and relocate the bell which had 
been hung in the old church in .1743. 

The people, gathered for the last service at the old church on 
June 13, 1802, felt the world was full of change, the future uncer¬ 
tain; there were many new inventions, the pace of life grew swifter. 

The horse path from Albany to the Connecticut had been widen¬ 
ed for stages and in the winter of 1795, within three days 1200 
sleighs, passed through Albany, many with New Englanders going 
west. Stages were running frequently to New York; Post Riders 
were pounding the trails to all points. A canal had been built at 
South Hadley Falls and Samuel Morey was tinkering with an engine 
for .a steam boat. 

A message for all people living in a changing world is found in 
Parson Lathrop’s sermon, particularly these words; “Whatever 
changes there may be in modes of dress, arts of building, and re¬ 
finements of taste, religion—true religion—will never change; piety 
to God, the social virtues,’ the relative duties,' faith in the Redeemer, 
repentance of sin, the ordinances of worship and the Way to Heaven 
will always remain the same.” 

The following Sunday, this parish started its second century in 
the new white church on Meeting House Hill.

Westfield Savings 
Bank Reports Gains 

Westfield — Savings deposits 
on March 31 had exceeded the 
milestone figure of $34 million, 
President Arthur W. Knapp told 
the quarterly meeting of the 
board of trustees of Westfield 
Savings Bank at Storrowton Tav¬ 
ern Monday night. Henry F. Bur¬ 
rows, chairman of the board, pre¬ 
sided. 

The deposit total on March 31,

A total of $80,080.93 was con¬ 
tributed by Hampden County re¬ 
sidents to the annual Christmas 
Seal Campaign which officially 
closed March 31st, the Hampden 
County Tuberculosis and Public 
Health Association announced to¬ 
day.
